Along the lino of the rivur Niger it is pro- 
posed to establish tradin<; stations. \t is 
reported that immense quantiiies which can 
be bought lor six cents clean, on the Niyer, 
is worth sixteen ccnt.^ in I'verpool. 

It is evident hoin these facts, I o the iii- 
lelligent mind, that King Cotton does not sit 
so lirinly on that throne before which so 
many bow and worship, as inaiiv may 
imagine and desire ; and ills certain that 
the«day is not distant wlieii the inaiiufac- 
Iniers of Kurope will dra\\- their largest 
supply of fotloii from the source named. 
Anil that the American cnaniil'aclnrer will 
also he impressetl with the b ;lief, (so s.hhi 
as his sympathies for llie interests of the 
Cotton Stales shall be refused and severed,) 
as are the European mnnufacturers, that 
cheap labor should produce chefip cotton, 
a-iil that in no other part, of the world can 
labor be found upon the right soil and in the 
right climate, lo compete with Al'iica and 
the Ra-t Indies, where iiuire than three 
hundred million are wailinf< eniployin nt. 
To those parts of the world will the North- 
ern States soon be led to look, by thu ener- 
gies and example of Enalaiui, to supply 
iheir wants o( cotton ; and ask to join 
with the other '■civilizeil jjowers" of the 
earth, in tho prntectioii and e" ploynu'Ut of 
free labor, anil the suppre.-^siou of those in- 
stitutions antagonistic ht the same.

The gentlemen were elected 
Xinnnimuiisly, and Mr. Hurnaby made a lew 
vemai-ks, in which he said , that everything 
depended upon <^a direct cjammiinication by 
sieum with San Francisco; and'in order lo 
lurtlier that end, a few ^eiilioineu had niol 
"he evening |-.revious, in <ircler thai a proj'ect

A Coininitteo iiad been 
appointed to confer with the llud.'<on Bay 
Oiitiipaiiy, and they had met wilhu favorable

Attorney-f.leneral Cary sec-ondeil — the 
time 10 strike tlic blow is at present, if struck 
at all.

The 
situation of Vancouver Idlaiid is a most 
critical one; the slightest acci<lent raay 
drive us back, and we may neve re irain our 
position. If we obtain a j)i>si:il cominumca- 
tiun from the Isilimns to tins place, tiie for- 
tune of Viincouver Island is made. There 
are two places now claiming the attention 
of the Home Guveriimeiit as suitable points 
for the buililing of a naval depot — Buirard'S 
Inlet and Ivsiinimalt.
